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NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  FALLS  TO  4.8  PERCENT  IN  1987,  A  17  YEAR  LOW 

RATES  DOWN  FOR  WHITES,  BLACKS  AND  HISPANICS; 

MEN  AND  WOMEN;  ADULTS  AND  YOUTH 

RECORD  HIGH  OF  8.1  MILLION  EMPLOYED,  UP  200,000  OVER  YEAR 


The  unemployment  rate  in  New  York  State  declined  sharply  to  4.8  percent  in 
1987  from  6.3  percent  in  1986,  it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt, 
Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Ehrenhalt  said  that 
the  4.8  percent  rate  for  New  York  State  was  the  lowest  in  17  years  and  below 
the  national  rate  of  6.2  percent.  The  number  of  unemployed  state  residents  was 
down  sharply  by  114,000  over  the  year  to  412,000,  the  lowest  since  1974. 

Ehrenhalt  said  that  1987  saw  improvement  in  the  labor  market  situation  for 
each  major  population  group  reviewed.  The  unemployment  rate  for  whites 
declined  to  4.2  percent  in  1987  from  3.4  percent  in  1986.  The  rate  for  blacks 
was  down  to  9.2  percent  from  12.3  percent,  and  for  Hispanics  to  8.3  percent 
from  10.8  percent. 

For  adults,  age  20  and  over,  the  rate  was  down  to  4.4  percent  from  5.6 
percent  a  year  earlier.  The  male  rate  declined  to  4.8  percent  from  5.9  percent 
and  for  females  to  3.9  percent  from  5.1  percent.  For  teenagers  the  jobless 
rate  dropped  to  12.1  percent  in  1987  from  18.0  in  1986. 

The  number  of  employed  New  York  State  residents  rose  sharply  over  the  year 
by  201,000  to  8,083,000,  a  new  record  high.  The  rise  in  employment  was  accom¬ 
panied  by  improvement  in  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  with  jobs 
for  all  major  demographic  groups  studied,  underscoring  the  current  strength  of 
the  labor  market  situation  in  New  York  State. 
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Analyzing  labor  force  data  for  the  fourth  quarter  Ehrenhalt  noted  that 
employment  rose  over  the  year  from  7,974,000  to  8,156,000  in  fourth  quarter 
1987.  The  rise  in  employment  was  broad  based  with  improvement  for  whites, 
bla’cks,  adults  and  teenagers. 

Labor  force  data  for  New  York  State  by  age,  race  and  sex  are  based  on 
samples  and  subject  to  wide  sampling  variability.  Accordingly,  small  differ¬ 
ences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.5%  IN  DECEMBER 

FOR  ALL  OF  1987  RATE  AT  17  YEAR  LOW 
AS  NUMBER  EMPLOYED  TOPS  8-MILLION  MARK  FOR  FIRST  TIME 

The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  State 
was  4.5  percent  in  December,  down  from  5.2  percent  in  November,  it  was  reported 
today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics.  Noting  no  December  employment  gain,  Ehrenhalt  attributed  the  de¬ 
cline  in  the  state's  jobless  rate  to  a  dip  in  labor  market  activity  among  New 
York  State  residents.  A  year  ago,  the  state's  jobless  rate  was  6.0  percent. 

Commenting  on  preliminary  annual  averages  for  all  of  1987,  Ehrenhalt 
said  that  1987  saw  a  sharp  decline  in  unemployment  with  strong  employment 
expansion.  The  unemployment  rate  declined  from  6.3  percent  in  1986  to  4.8  per¬ 
cent  in  1987,  a  17-year  low.  The  number  unemployed  was  down  from  526,000  to 
412,000,  falling  below  the  500,000  mark  for  the  first  time  since  1974.  The 
number  of  employed  rose  from  7,881,000  to  8,083,000,  passing  the  8-million  mark 
for  the  first  time.  Ehrenhalt  noted  employment  of  New  York  State  residents  has 
risen  by  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  million  in  the  past  five  years  of 
national  recovery.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion 
of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market,  was  61.7  percent  in 
1987,  a  new  record  high. 

In  December,  there  were  386,000  New  York  State  residents  unemployed, 
down  from  450,000  in  November  and  502,000  in  December  1986.  The  number  em¬ 
ployed,  at  8,135,000,  was  unchanged  over  the  month,  but  up  strongly  from 
7,921,000  in  December  of  the  previous  year.  The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum 
of  the  employed  and  the  unemployed,  those  actively  seeking  and  available  for 
work,  totaled  8,521,000,  down  slightly  from  8,584,000  last  month.  A  year  ago, 
there  were  8,423,000  in  the  labor  force.  The  civilian  labor  force  participa¬ 
tion  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor 
market,  was  61.8  percent,  down  a  bit  from  62.3  percent  in  November.  In 
December  1986,  the  participation  rate  was  61.3  percent. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  panel  of  about  5,000 
households  in  New  York  State  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Popu¬ 
lation  Survey.  Because  these  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a 
full  count  of  the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  small  differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with 
caution.

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NEW  YORK  CITY  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  5.0%  IN  DECEMBER 
FOR  ALL  OF  1987  RATE  AT  17  YEAR  LOW 

The  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  City  declined  from  6.6  per¬ 
cent  in  November  to  5.0  percent  in  December,  it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel 
M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Noting 
no  pickup  in  employment,  Ehrenhalt  attributed  the  December  drop  in  the  city's 
jobless  rate  to  a  sharp  decline  in  labor  market  activity  among  New  York  City 
residents  following  strong  increases  in  October  and  November.  A  year  ago,  the 
city's  jobless  rate  was  6.2  percent. 

Based  on  preliminary  annual  averages  for  1987,  Ehrenhalt  said  that  the 
city's  unemployment  rate  declined  from  7.4  percent  in  1986  to  5.8  percent  in 
1987,  its  lowest  point  in  17  years.  The  number  of  employed  city  residents  in¬ 
creased  by  76,000  in  1987  to  3,048,000,  topping  the  3-million  mark  for  the 
first  time  since  1972.  Ehrenhalt  noted  that  employment  of  New  York  City  resi¬ 
dents  has  risen  300,000  in  the  past  ten  years.  At  186,000  in  1987,  the  number 
unemployed  declined  50,000  from  236,000  in  1986. 

At  161,000  in  December,  the  number  of  unemployed  New  York  City  residents 
declined  from  219,000  in  November.  A  year  ago,  there  were  204,000  unemployed. 
At  3,053,000,  the  number  employed  continued  about  in  line  with  levels  prevail¬ 
ing  since  September  and  was  about  unchanged  from  last  December.  The  civilian 
labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  the  unemployed,  those  actively  seeking 
and  available  for  work,  declined  from  3,299,000  in  November  to  3,214,000  in 
December.  In  December  1986,  there  were  3,261,000  in  the  labor  force.  The 
civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  pop¬ 
ulation  active  in  the  labor  market,  was  55.2  percent,  down  from  56.7  percent  in 
November  and  56.3  percent  a  year  ago. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  panel  of  about  2,000 
households  in  New  York  City  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Popu¬ 
lation  Survey.  Because  the  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full 
count  of  the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly, 
small  differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with 
caution  ♦ _

NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  FALLS  TO  3.9%  IN  FEBRUARY 
NUMBER  EMPLOYED  AT  NEW  RECORD  HIGH 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  State 
declined  from  4.7  percent  in  January  to  3.9  percent  in  February,  inching  below 
the  4-percent  mark  for  the  first  time  since  early  1970,  it  was  reported  today 
by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statist¬ 
ics.  Ehrenhalt  noted  that  in  February,  the  number  of  employed  New  York  State 
residents  was  at  a  new  record  high  8.2  million.  This  February's  unemployment 
rate  is  down  from  5.0  percent  a  year  ago. 

There  were  333,000  unemployed  New  York  State  residents  in  February,  down 
sharply  from  404,000  in  January  and  425,000  in  February  of  last  year.  The 
number  employed,  8,172,000,  edged  up  52,000  over  the  month,  and  is  now  143,000 
above  a  year  ago. 

At  8.5  million,  the  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and 
the  unemployed,  jobless  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  held 
little  changed  from  last  month  or  February  of  last  year.  The  civilian  labor 
force  participation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active 
in  the  labor  market,  was  61.8  percent  in  February,  little  changed  over  the 
month  or  from  a  year  ago.

NEW  YORK  CITY  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  DROPS  TO  18-YEAR  LOW  OF  4.2%  IN  FEBRUARY 


The  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  City  declined  from  5.3  per¬ 
cent  in  January  to  4.2  percent  in  February,  it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel  M. 
Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Ehrenhalt 
noted  that  this  February's  rate  was  the  lowest  on  record  since  April  1970.  The 
current  jobless  rate  for  New  York  City  is  down  from  6.0  percent  a  year  ago. 

There  were  135,000  unemployed  New  York  City  residents  in  February,  down 
from  170,000  in  January  and  191,000  in  February  of  1987.  There  were  3,070,000 
employed  in  February,  little  changed  from  January,  but  up  from  2,997,000  a  year 
ago. 


The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  the  unemployed, 
jobless  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  at  3.2  million,  held 
little  changed  from  January  or  from  February  of  last  year.  The  civilian  labor 
force  participation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active 
in  the  labor  market,  was  55.2  percent,  about  unchanged  over  the  month  or  from 
February  of  last  year.

NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  3.5%  IN  APRIL 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  State 
was  3.5  percent  in  April,  as  compared  to  3.8  percent  in  March,  it  was  reported 
today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 

Statistics.  Ehrenhalt  said  that  April  saw  a  slight  decrease  in  labor  market 
activity  with  dips  in  unemployment  as  well  as  employment.  A  year  ago,  the 
state's  jobless  rate  was  4.9  percent. 

The  number  of  unemployed  New  York  State  residents,  at  291,000  in  April, 
was  down  slightly  from  323,000  in  March  and  by  121,000  from  the  April  1987 

level  of  412,000.  The  number  employed,  8,072,000,  was  down  a  bit  from 

8,142,000  in  March.  There  were  8,046,000  employed  a  year  ago  at  this  time. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  the  unemployed, 
jobless  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  declined  from 
8,465,000  in  March  to  8,363,000  in  April.  A  year  ago,  there  were  8,458,000  in 
the  labor  force.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion 
of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market,  was  60.7  percent  in 
April,  down  from  61.5  percent  in  March.  In  April  of  1987,  the  participation 
rate  was  also  61.5  percent. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  about  3,400  households  in 
New  York  State  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Survey. 
Because  these  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of  the 
population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

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NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.2%  IN  MAY 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  State 
rose  from  3.b  percent  in  April  to  4.2  percent  in  May,  it  was  reported  today  by 
Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 
Ehrenhalt  said  that  the  rise  in  the  state's  jobless  rate  in  May  primarily  re¬ 
flected  an  increase  in  the  number  of  jobseekers.  Employment  held  steady.  A 
year  ago,  the  unemployment  rate  was  4.7  percent. 

The  number  of  unemployed  New  York  State  residents  was  358,000  in  May, 
up  from  291,000  in  April.  In  May  of  1987,  there  were  400,000  unemployed.  The 
number  employed,  8,071,000,  was  unchanged  from  April  and  about  the  same  as  a 
year  ago. 

At  8,429,000  in  May,  the  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed 
and  the  unemployed,  jobless  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work, 
was  up  following  a  decline  in  the  prior  month.  In  April,  the  labor  force 

totaled  8,363,000  and  in  March,  8,465,000.  The  civilian  labor  force  participa¬ 

tion  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor 
market,  edged  up  to  61.2  percent  in  May  from  60.7  percent  in  April.  The  rate 

was  61.5  percent  in  March  and  in  May  of  1987. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  about  3,400  households  in 
New  York  State  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Survey. 
Because  these  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of  the 
population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.3%  IN  JULY 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  State 
was  4.3  percent  in  July,  up  from  3.5  percent  in  June,  and  in  line  with  the  May 
rate  of  4.2  percent,  it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional 
Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  The  year  ago  July  rate  was  4.6 
percent. 


Employment  of  state  residents  held  steady  at  8.2  million  following  a 
strong  gain  in  June.  In  the  summer  months,  Ehrenhalt  noted,  there  is  typically 
a  pickup  in  employment  as  recent  graduates  and  summer  job  seekers  enter  the 
labor  market.  He  indicated  that  this  years  increase  exceeded  seasonal  expect¬ 
ations.  Since  April,  employment  is  up  100,000.  In  July  of  last  year,  there 
were  8.1  million  employed. 

There  were  366,000  unemployed  New  Yorkers  in  July,  up  from  June  and  in 
line  with  May.  In  July  1987,  there  were  388,000  unemployed.  The  civilian 
labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  the  unemployed,  jobless  persons 
actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  was  8,537,000  in  July,  little  changed 
from  June.  In  July  1987,  there  were  8,474,000  persons  in  the  labor  force.  At 
62.0  percent  in  July,  the  civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market,  compared  with 
61.8  percent  in  June  and  61.2  percent  in  May.  In  July  of  last  year  the 
participation  rate  was  61.6  percent. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  about  3,400  households  in 
New  York  State  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Survey. 
Because  these  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of  the 
population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution. 


NOTE:  In  the  text,  all  monthly  data  are  seasonally  adjusted  unless  otherwise 
speci f ied.

NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  3.5%  IN  JUNE 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  State 
was  3.5  percent  in  June,  down  from  4.2  percent  in  May,  and  the  same  as  the 
April  rate  of  3.5  percent,  it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt, 
Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  The  year  ago  June 
rate  was  4.6  percent. 

Ehrenhalt  said  that  June  saw  a  substantial  rise  in  employment  of  state 
residents.  Employment  often  rises  at  this  time  of  year  as  recent  graduates  and 
summer  job  seekers  enter  the  labor  market.  At  8,220,000,  the  number  employed 
was  up  strongly  from  8,071,000  in  May.  In  June  of  last  year,  there  were 
8,108,000  employed.  There  were  296,000  unemployed  New  Yorkers  in  June,  down 
62,000  from  May.  In  June  1987,  there  were  395,000  unemployed. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  the  unemployed, 
jobless  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  was  8,516,000,  com¬ 
pared  to  8,429,000  in  May.  The  size  of  the  state's  labor  force  was  about  un¬ 
changed  from  June  1987.  At  61.8  percent  in  June,  the  civilian  labor  force 
participation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the 
labor  market,  was  up  from  61.2  percent  in  May,  and  unchanged  from  a  year  ago. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  about  3,400  households  in 
New  York  State  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Survey. 
Because  these  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of  the 
population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution. 


NOTE:  In  the  text,  all  monthly  data  are  seasonally  adjusted  unless  otherwise 
speci tied.

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NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.5%  IN  AUGUST 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  State 
was  4.5  percent  in  August,  little  changed  from  4.3  percent  in  July,  it  was 
reported  today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics.  In  August  of  last  year,  the  rate  was  4.6  percent. 

There  were  383,000  unemployed  New  Yorkers  in  August,  about  in  line  with 
July  and  little  changed  from  August  a  year  ago.  The  number  of  employed  state 
residents  also  held  steady  over  the  past  month  at  an  historically  high  level  of 
8.2  million  that  has  prevailed  since  June.  A  pickup  in  employment  for  the 
summer  months  is  typical  as  recent  graduates  and  summer  job  seekers  enter  the 
labor  market.  The  increase  this  year,  Ehrenhalt  pointed  out,  was  greater  than 
seasonally  expected  with  employment  up  by  well  over  100,000  since  April.  The 
year  ago  August  employment  figure  was  8.1  million. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  the  unemployed, 
jobless  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  8,589,000  in 
August,  little  different  than  July.  In  August  of  last  year,  the  labor  force 
totaled  8,508,000.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion 
of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market,  at  62.4  percent  in 
August,  was  virtually  unchanged  from  July.  A  year  ago,  the  participation  rate 
was  61.8  percent. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  about  3,400  households  in 
New  York  State  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Survey. 
Because  these  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of  the 
population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

NEW  YORK  STATE  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.3%  IN  SEPTEMBER 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  York  State 
was  4.3  percent  in  September,  little  changed  from  4.5  percent  in  August  and 
directly  in  line  with  the  July  rate  of  4.3  percent,  it  was  reported  today  by 
Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 
In  September  of  last  year,  the  rate  was  4.6  percent. 

The  number  of  employed  New  York  State  residents  was  8,149,000  in 
September,  about  in  line  with  levels  prevailing  in  recent  months,  and  up  from 
8,037,000  a  year  ago.  The  number  unemployed,  368,000  in  September,  was  about 
in  line  with  383,000  in  August,  366,000  in  July  and  384,000  in  September  of 
last  year. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  the  unemployed, 
jobless  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  was  8,517,000  in 
September,  down  a  bit  from  8,589,000  in  August.  In  September  of  last  year, 
8,421,000  persons  were  in  the  labor  force.  The  civilian  labor  force  partici¬ 
pation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor 
market,  edged  down  to  61.8  percent  in  September  from  62.4  percent  in  August.  A 
year  ago,  the  participation  rate  was  61.2  percent. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,700  house¬ 
holds  in  New  York  State  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population 
Survey.  Because  these  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count 
of  the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.
